$50 against $600 that Mr. Pulsifer's swavbacked
horse would run no worse than third in both the
Brooklyn and Suburban. As it was stipulated that
the horse was to go in both races, no one cared to

lay the odds. A stanch supporter of the I>wyer
nags made a small bet at evens that one of the
brothers would run first or second in one or both
of the two big handicaps. As they have Kingston,
Bacelaud, Prince Royal, Eon, Potomac and Bolero
in the Brooklyn and all these save Bolero in the
Suburban their friend stands a good chance of
picking up the money. When the weights are made
public it is more than likely that many wagers will
be made about town.

In the notice of Poolseller Frank Rommell's
death, now going the rounds, the statement is made
that he sold more and higher pools than any man

in America, barring only Cathcart, of the old
Louisville Turf Exchange. Such is not true, as the
biggest pool ever sold in America was knocked
down by tho late Dr. Underwood, the origipator of
the auction pool system of betting on horse races.

The pool in question was sold on the Saratoga
&tai>«s at Saratoga, in leoo, ana amouuieu 10

$15,000. Ruthless, the favorite, brought $7,500 in
this pool and in the race was left at the post, Redwing,who sold for $1,500, winning. The noted
sporting man, Henry Colton, bougnt Ruthless In
tiiis famous pool, while Barnard, afterward of the
M'Daniel confederacy, held the winning ticket on
Redwing. The largest ticket ever sold by any other
man was a $11,000 pool on the Saratoga Cup race of
1875, which resulted in the historio dead heat betweenPreakuess and Springbok. Ia that pool the
latter brought $4,500. while the former only sold
for $315. The lato Robert Catlicart was the auctioneeron this occasion.

Imp. St. Blaise, Fiddlesticks, imp. The 111 Used
and Magnetizor, the stallions of the Nursery Stud
In Kentucky, will not be allowed to do stud service
by the late Mr. August Belmont's heirs outside of
the Nursery establishment. Tho demand for the
services of the former is very great, applications
coming in even from as far a point West as California.The 111 Used, however, is getting advanced in
years, and his services cannot now be too severely
taxed, while neither Fiddlestloks nor Magnetizer is
in much favor with the management of this great
stud. This therefore leaves fotouiao'e sire to do
the bulk of the season's work at the Nursery;
hence his withdrawal as well as the other horses
owned by these gentlemen from the list of stallionsseeking the patronage of the breeding publio.
The late Mr. Belmont had intended Prince Royal
to be one of his stallions when the good horse's
racing career was ended, but his death of course
foroed that performer on the market with the other
members of his great racing stable.

There were many peculiarities about the deceased
banker which, of course, would not have been in
place to publish when he was alive, but now as the
force of their offence is spent by his death it may
be of interest to note a few of tho same. He was,
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as hard to strike a trade with him for five dollars
as it was lor five thousand. When he was standing
St. Blaise, upon that horse's arrival in America, for
$'250 a friend wrote him asking for a complimentary
season to that horse. In reply Mr. Belmont said
be had announced his horse's price and he would
be compelled to oxaot the money for his services.
If the same man had wanted a favor.in other
words, a loan for the sum named.on account of
friendship the deceased banker would probably
have accommodated him without security, as he
did hundreds of others in his time; but to charge
one man $250 to breed a mare to his stallion and
another one nothing did not conform to his idea
of business affairs.

Though frequently placing bets on other people's
horses' Mr. Belmont would never do so until satisfiedby the horse's owner that the latter had placed
all his own money. In tha race now known as the
Kxcelsior Stakes at Saratoga some years ago Mr.
Belmont started a good filly called finesse, and
ivith the addition of Hamburg and Chillicotlie the
race promised to be a great one. A then unknown
joree by the name of Frogtown was also a probablestarter, and a few days before the race he ran
i fast mile, up to that date the best work ever done
it Saratoga. The people who controlled the horse
thought tliey alone were aware of his startling
work, but Mr. Belmont's trainer, Jacob Pincus, saw
the mare and noted the time. The day before the
race Mr. Belmont went to him to canvass the situationand Pincus told him Finesse had a

good chance to beat Hamburg anrl Chilliccthe,
but "not the unknown Western whirlwind: he will
ivalk homo." Mr. Belmont seemed surprised, but
laid nothing, and that night scrolled into the pool
room as ho was wont to do, but it was to be noticed
that he seemed more interested in the entries to
the races than usual. The first pool on the stake
in question was soon sold, and in an $1,800 ticket
Frogtown brought $35. The plungers were divided
as 10 ravorii.es anu me ueiiiuK waxea not, pool
after pool, amounting into the thousands, being
Knocked down, but each time Frogtown, who
always sold last of all, was reached no one seemed
interested in him save a wiry, shrewd looking Kentuckianwho quietly bought every pool. Finally
the latter turned to go away and Mr. Belmont accostedhim, at the same time inquiring ir he had
bought ail the pools he wanted. An answer in the
iffirmative brought out tho remark from Mr. Belmontthat Jacob had told him that the colt would
win, and from that on every Frogtown pool fell to
the banker's bid.

The race was run the next day in spite of a hard
rain which nearly precipitated a postponement,
but Frogtownsproved that ha liked the mud as
well as a dry track by leading from start to finish,
\na winning as he pleased. It is probable that Mr.
Belmont won more outside money on this race
than on any one Horse he ever owned, and with the
colt's Kentucky owner thev literally divided the
pool box. Frogtown afterward once held the recordfor both a mile and three-quarters and a mils
and a quarter, and later, in the stud, sired Asceola,
Mamie Hunt and other good performers. He was
»ne of the first horses to call attention to Bonnie
Scotland's merits as a stallion, and was the cause
»f that sire's transportation to Belle Meade stud,
where years after he died with the prestige of havingbeen one of the most wonderful sires of his
time.

Some of the importations of thoroughbred stallionsto this country were secured at a bargain
and later on proved great successes, Jordan,
Tranby and Sarpodon, in the old days, and Prince
Charlie, Speculator, Bonnie Scotland, Glen Athol,
Billet, King Bnn and Phaeton, in recent years, beingnotable examples. The success, however, of
Diomed, Glencoe, Leamington, Rayon d'Or, St.
Blaise and other fancy priced horses goes to prove
that a breeder takes little risk when he buys a good
horse, while a cheap one is always a souroe of great
anxiety. The table below gives a list of the most
costly horsoe imported from England, Australia
and France into America in the last hundred years.
Several stallions classed as imported, such as

Olenelg, that hav» sold in this country for long
prices, are not included in the table, as thoy
reached these shores in utero, while others, like
Rossington and Australian, sold for good sums
here, but cost far from fancy prices on the other
«ide:.

Looking carefully over the table the fact is
readily readily suggostcd that while some good
horses according to the English and French esti-
nation have Seen brought to America, other coun-
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tries have paid higher prices for 6tallions than we V<
have and yet remarkable to state a comparison c}shows racing has proved more succeasful iu this £'
laud than iu any country ou the face of the eartli, jn
a like period of time since its inception taken into hi
consideration. Tnis fact can only be attributed bl
to the quality of native American breeds of mares, dv
as English stallions have provod successes here, P*
that breeders of other countries would not allow to
have stalling room in their establishments, let be
alone pay the expenses necessary to importing
same. These horses have fortunately struck the m,
right kind of mares and thus made their way to hn
fame, the breeder in his effort to boom his stallion 31

ANIKL DOUGHERTY DELIGHTS A LARGE AUDIENCEAT THE BROADWAY THEATRE.
Daniel Dougherty gave a leeture last night in the
roadway Theatre on "Oratory" for the benefit of
he New York Press Club. And every one of the
udience, which comfortably filled the theatre,
ent away feeling that they had experienced a rare

itellectual treat.
In opening his address the speaker defined an
rator as a man who can persuade an audience to
nmediate action. He added that there was somelingnoble in moulding an audience to a line of
lought.
xuere are many spienaia speaKPrs in ine united

tates," said Mr. Dougherty, "but we can count our
rators on our fingers, and England, all told, can
oast of only four, perhaps. Every speech insndedto persuade should bo built on sound comtonsense, expressed in a style simple and chaste,
"Demosthenes, when asked what au orator should
ave, replied, 'Action, action.' Lord Lytton said,
Active, active," in describing what he thought an
rator should be.
"How is it so many verdicts are won in our
ourts? The widow at the grave of her husband,
10 suffering child, touch every heart, and therein
e the elements of true oratory. Once I saw a man
eing tried in court who was asked if he had anyliingto say. He arose, and these words fairly
urst from his lips:.'You can convict mo if you
'ill, but'.with a mighty gasp.'I tell you I am
unocent.' He was acquitted. That was natural
ratory." Mr. Dougherty theu told how he first
truggled to get a place among the "and others"
rlio spoke at political meetings in Pennsylvania
rhen he was a young man, and how when the
hance finally came he made his effort a success,
ince he said he bad committed a speech to memory,
nd foraetting his lines he made bolieve to faint
way rather than lose his reputation as a ready
peaker.
After giving imitations of the manner and voice
mployed by several well known speakers in the
louse of Lords Mr. Dougherty paid his respects
o certain ministers who choose for their theme
ertain topics of the day. "This class of minisers,"said the speaker, "are striving after sensaionand so take the litest murder, the last novel,
n elopement, the Foroe bill or a trip to Jerusalem
or their topio and then discuss it in a way that is
inworthy of their oalling. To me it seems to
ie a shameful sacrilege."
In closing Mr. Dougherty paid a tribute to the
lower of the press, and said that this mighty
rgan of civilization had usurped the power of the
rator for all time. The press speaks to millions
,s against the orator's thousands.
There was frequent applause throughout the disburse.The Press Club was benefited nearly

The members of the Merchant Tailors' Society of
he city of New York have deoided upon a bold
chcme to collect the past due accounts of

Lelinquent customers. The plan is nothing more

lor lesa than to sell at public auction on tlie Real
Estate Exchange the judgments obtained from the
lourts by the tradesmen against certain of their
sustomers, who have repeatedly refused to "call
ad settle" their accounts.
The sooiety numbers among lWPlSO 'ttrtidbers
ome of the most fashionable tailors in the city.
Che consternation, therefore, among the clients of
hese men at hearing of the contemplated step can
>e better imagined than described. Among the
lelinquents are many well known in the club,
locial, business and professional life of the city.
The Merchant Tailors' Society was organized a
ew years ago for the sole purpose of protecting
ts members from the rapidly increasing class
if non-paying customers. Provious to its incepionthe tailors had no organized system for promotionagainst "dead beats" and "cranks." These
atter are finical customers who are never satisfied
vith a garment. They are a greater terror to the
ailors than even the non-paying class.
The first move of the society was to make up a

)iack list of the undesirable customers of both
slasses. The list now numbers over twelve thoulandnames in New York city alone. An examtnaionof it affords a painful surprise. Many of the deinquentsfigure prominently in the city, and are
sommonly supposed to be well able, not only to
Iress well, but to afford the luxury of a plentiful
lupply of fine clothing.
Mr. Edwin N. Doll, secretary of the socioty, inormedme yesterday that their organization did

lot act hastily in black listing a man. It wa3 a last
esort only, and never resorted to until every
neans of collecting an account was exhausted.
If, after being listed as a "beat" or "crank," a

nan refused to pay, legal proceedings are instiutedand judgments are obtained from the courts.

Amoiiff the uatients was Georoe Kiedel. twp.ntv-
five years old. He was afflicted 'with acute phtlilsis,
and Dr. Curtis considered it dangerous to inject ,,I
the full dose. One-fourth was administered. Fur ^
a few days there was no perceptible eft'eot.
Then a full dose was injected. Reaction followed

and the man improved. Thirteen more injections
of the lymph followed at intervals. Biedel is
stronger now, and says he feels much better. The
man believes a cure in his case is only a question
of time.
